attempts have of late been made upon us, to put us into diſtractions and diviſions z and ſo tar prevailed, as that nothing but the over-r11- 
ling power of the Lord of Hoſts was able to keep vs from ſheathing our Swords in one anothers bowels, and ſo delivering up our Countrey 
(tor whoſe preſervation we were at firſt raiſed ) into the hands of the common Adverſary, who gaped for ſuch advantage. That we may 
no longer (it God permit ) lay our ſelves open to ſuch inconveniences, nor encourage the hopes and expectations of our Enemies, We 
are reſolved, through the bleſſing of God, and we do neartily and freely agree together, to walk together in love, and due obſervance of our 
duties in cur places, and not to ſuffer our ſelves ( lo faras God ſhall help us) to be divided or disjointed, but to ſtand fixed as a united body 
in the proſecution of every good thing that the Providence of God ſhall call us forth unto, under the Conduct and Regulation following : 


E being ſenſible of the ſad condition which this Commonwealth is in danger daily to be brought into, through the various cnoanges and alte-

3. Wedo agree, conſent, and Declare, That Major General Fohn Disbrow be, and is hereby declared to be Commiſſary General of the Horſe of the Armies of this Common- 


realth in Zrgland and Scotland. 

4, To the intent that no fingle Perſon whatſoever may have a power to debauch thneArmies or Forces of this Commonwealth, or worke them to any baſe or ſelfiſh intereſt, 
r render them ſerviceable to his luſts; We do hereby agree, conſent, and declare, Tha: Lieutenant General Fleerwood, Major General Fohn Lambert, Commiſſlary General 
Fohn Disbrow, Sir Henry Fane, Lieutenant General Zxdlow , and Colonel Fames Berry, or any four of them, be a Committee of Nominations, and have power to agree upon 
Mficers for ſuch vacancies as ſhall be in the Armies and Forces of this Commonwealth, from time to time ; and ſuch perſons as ſhall be agreed upon, and certified under the 
ands of any three of them, ſhall be by the Commander in Chief commiſſioned accordingly, and not otherwiſe, | 

5. That no member of the ſaid Committee of Nominations ſhall be removed from his place in the Committee, upon any pretence of Mifdemeanour, or otherwiſe, but by 
Trial before a Court Martial of Field-Officers, conſiſting of thirteen at the leaſt, or by his own conſent. 

6, That as any Member of the ſaid Committee ſhall die, or be removed as aforeſaid, the ſaid Conmittee, or any three of them, together with ſuch Field-Officers as can 
nveniently be called together within ten days, being fourteen Field- Officers at theleaft, ſhall by che major Vote chooſe and appoint another perſon to ſupply chat place

Ibliched, that none may plead ignorance, or by his own conſent, excevt in caſes of Reducements or Disbanding, 

9, That the Diſcipline of the Army may be kept inviolable, and Juſtice duly adminiſtred by Court-Marrial, for the puniſhment of wickedneſs and vice, ang for the coun- 
nance and encouragement of Godlineſs and Virtue, that God may delizht to dwell ig our Camp, and his Work may proſper in our hands,
